The Premiers will also agree on 
the basis of the discussions to be 
held with the German representa­ 
tives at the Spa meeting on May 25, 
in line with 
the 
understanding 
reached by the Supreme Council 
at San Remo that th** allies would 
not discuss before the 
Germans 
matters regarding matters in which 
they were not in accord among 
themselves. 
The French viewpoint is 
that 
they will not discuss the principle 
of any clause of the treaty and will j 
take up with tile Germans only the 
manner of applying the 
treaty's 
terms. Prominent among the points 
to he taken up in London will he 
interpretation of the 
reparations 
clauses and the form in whigh the 
German delegates at Spa will be 
told what the allies insist upon. 
French public opinion, which a 
year ago would not accept the even 
tualitv of Germany not paying for 
all the damage she caused, is con­ 
sidered now to be prepared to take 
a more moderate view, the French 
people preferring a concrete settle­ 
ment, with the prospect of its reali­ 
zation beginning in the near future 
rather than waiting indefinitely foi 
an indefinite sum.

MORE PAY IS BEING 
ALLOTED SCHOOL TEACHERS 


Washington, May 5.—The teach­ 
er shortage is meeting its answer in 
increased salaries, according to re­ 
ports received by the bureau of ed­ 
ucation. 
This is the season when boards 
of 
education 
in 
communities 
throughout the United States are 
planning for the school term of 
1920-1921. 
The contracts they are 
offering their teachers are uniform­ 
ly higher than for previous years, 
the reports indicate. 
Officials here do 
not 
consider 
that higher salaries mean the end­ 
ing of the teacher shortage r o t 
year, however. 
They explain that 
it will take several years and very 
general increase of pay to bring a 
return to former conditions in the 
teaching profession. 
They point out that other ac tiv­ 
ities have drawn heavily upon the 
numbers of educators since before 
the war. ' There has been no c on­ 
sistent supply of replacemnets. and 
the only new supply to be develop­ 
ed will come after teachers, pay 
become attractive enough to eau t 
a large portion of students to pre­ 
pare for the teaching profession.

I have no doubt that you would 
do as you say. everything in your 
power to bring this war to a com­ 
plete and triumphant victory. 
I 
think we all feel that way. 
There 
are. however, other considerations 
and objectives—none so immedi­ 
ately important but still very im­ 
portant to our national life and 
welfare. 
Some of these are now 
becoming known but many of them 
will only develop and come to our 
attention as events unfold them­ 
selves. 
The solution of these problems 
can be best arrived at by a senate 
which will he in absolute accord 
with the Executive: of which the 
members will be in harmony with 
the President as regards their poli­ 
tical philisophv, their fundamental 
concepts of democracy and their 
innermost ambitions, both individ­ 
ual and national. 
In other words, I feel that a sen­ 
ate which held political views dif­ 
ferent from those of the President 
would he a national calamity.
